I. Past year & half signs moderation in Libya's international behaviour: 
Terror; Soviet relations; support for regional dissidents 


A. Reduced involvement with terrorism 


1. Starting 73/74 (falling out with Sadat) Qadhafi began direct. 
involvement in specific international terrorist events - 


-Can link Libyan money to such events as attacks on Rome & Athens 


airports & 3 hijackings 1973-74; 1975 attack on OPEC meeting 
in Vienna; sabotage & bombings in Egypt 3976; granted asylum, 
e.g., Olympics 1972 


Since your demarche March 1977 over threa- to Eilts aay

B. Distancing from Soviets somewhat & lessened stridency toward US
